Taliaferro, now a distinguished citizen and phv- 
sician of the city of Ciuciunali, then ayouug aud 
"ailant officer 01 dragoous, a native, and lor a 
long time afterward, u resident of Kentucky ; and 
Jno. Tucker, ''little John Tucker," as be wascall 
id. from his diminutive size, lor many years a 
citizen of this, but aow a resident of the sister 
Stute of Ohio.

That intrepid commander was Iu 
constant expectation of an engagement with the 
otieiuy, who were pressing him and eudeavonug 
to force him to give battle. He was deficient iu 
the complement of men necessary to man his 
vessels for such a contest with such an enemy. — 
He dispatched a messenger to General Harri- 
son, then eucamped with an army at Fort Seneca, 
I believe, requesting that officer to send him 
some companies of regular troops to tight as 
marines in the expected conflict. 

A number of the Kentucky voluuteers ie liar 
risou's army earnestly petitioned their chief 
lor permission to joiu Perry's fleet. It was re- 
fused at first, but finally some twenty of them, 
belonging to Captain John Payne's company of 
dragoons, were allowed to einoark with the reg 
ulars. They made their appearance upou the 
decks of Perry's ships in the bear skin cap und 
uniform dress of the dragoou, greatly to the 
merriment of the sailors, who called them 
"Horse Mariues." They lought nobly, valiaut 
ly. They, sir, on that day, and to them on a 
new theatre, cheerfully contributed their mile to 
the imperishable reuown of "the Kentucky vol- 
unteer " Indeed, sir.it is said by the accred- 
ited historian of the times, that but lor the pros 
ence of the troops from Harrison's army, Perry 
could not have fought and gained that battle. — 
These men, sir, for their brave aud patriotic ser- 
vices on that day, are entitled to the everlasting 
gratitude of their country, aud I trust that the 
slight token of the remembruuee of their deeds 
contemplated by the resolution will not be with-

The MtatUtie* of Slave* in Keataoki for* 
uish miiuy Important Facts. 

Tlie number of slaves in 1857 io this State, 
at ifiven in the Auditor': Report, *»s 501,594. 
If we make the increase of this number of 
slaves for one year llie snmr that ibe same 
number of slaves in Virginia gave in 1790, 
the increase would be 3,594. But the returns 
of llie counties in the Auditor's Report for 1S58 
makes the auuual|incre.ti.e of the 801,594 slaves 
fl,t-3:V Whence this great increase' Has the 
law of I (433 occasioned a decrease of slaves from 
1857 to 1858? Draw a line from the Ohio river to 
the Tennessee line, so as to have all the coun- 
ties on the east side ol the line, excluding Han 
cock. Hardin, l,arue, Taylor, Adair and Clinton, 
and there are 70 counties). In these counties the 
iueresse of slaves from 1857 to 1858, as stated 
iu the Auditor's Report, was 8,112. On the 
west side of this line, including Hancock, Ohio, 
Gray Pan, Hart, drawn, Barren and Cumberland, 
there are 34 counties. Iu these 34 counties, 
from 1857 to 1858, the returns in the Auditor's 
Report give as the increase of stares 4,723 — 
Of the 34 counties west of the line, there were 
7 counties which decreased iu slaves 156, 
while in the 70 counties on the east of this line 
35 counties decreased 811 slaves. It is appar- 
ent that the law of lr-33 did not on the operate 
counties west of this line as it did on the coun- 
ties lying east of it, if its operation bad any 
influence on this decrease or increase on each 
side of the line. On the east side of this line, 
there was an increase from 1857 to 1858, in 31 
counties, of slaves lb years old'and over, 917. 35 
couuties decreased iu this class of slaves, 811. 
On the west tide of the line there was an in 
crease of the same age of slaves, in 27 counties, 
1,391 j 6 of the other countias decreased in this 
class 41, while Warren made no report for tha 
year of this class of slnves for 1858. The law 
of 1833 has not borue as hard on the counties 
west of the line as it has on thase east of it, if 
the law bore at all upon the increase or dacrease 
in any of the counties. 

In the counties above Hancock, inclusive, to 
Oreenup, inclusive, lying on the Ohio river, citi 
,-ctis who owu 29,371 slaves are represented iu the 
Legislature of Kentucky. In the counties below 
Daviess, inclusive, to Fulton, inclusive, <«my 
mi the Ohio and Miisiuippi ritrrs, citizens who own 
I8,13(i slaves art represented iu the sama 
Legislature. Iu the counties above Hancock, 
inclusive, .lying ou the Ohio river, to Big Sandy, 
the slaves, lb years old and over, were 200. ' la 
the counties below Daviess, inclusive, to the Ten- 
nessee line on the Ohio and Mississippi rivers, tbe 
slaves ol the same age were 434 — difference 234 
in favor of the counties below Haucock. Iu tbe 
same couuties east of Daviess, ou tbe Ohio river,

Niagara. 

Did anv ol your readers ever hear of the Gair- 
soppa Falls, near Honore' If o6t they will proba- 
bly read a description which lias just appeared with 

some pleasure. It is curious that a full six times 
tbe depth of Niagara should remain almost un- 
kuown. From the village ol (iairsoppa, reach- 
ed bv the river of the same name, the writer 
was carried for twelve miles up the Malimunch 
Pass, aud reached the Falls Bungalow about 
three and a ball' hours after leaving the top of 
tbe Pass: 

"An amphitheater of woods, and a river, about 
live hundred yards wide, rushing and boiling to 
a certain point, where it is lost iu a perpetual 
mist and in an unceasing deafening roar, must 
first be imagined. Leaving the Bungalow on 
the Madras side of the river, and descending to 
a position below the river level, you work your 
way up carefully and tediously over slippery 
rocks, until you reach a point, where a rock 
about twice tbe size of a man's body juts out 
over a precipice Resting flat upon this rock, 
and looking over it, yoa see directly before you 
two out of tbe four principal Falls; these two 
are called the "Great Fall" and "the Rocket." 
Tbe one contains a large body of water, the 
main body of tbe river, perhaps fifty yards 
across, which falls inussively and apparently 
sluggishly iuto tbe chasm below; and the other 
contains a small body of water, which shoots 
out in successive spravs over successive points of 
rock, till it falls into tbe same chasm. This 
chasm is at least nine hundred feet in depth, six 
times the depth of the Niagara Falls, which are 
about one huudred and fifty feet, and perhaps a 
quarter to a half mile in width. 

These are the first two falls to be visited.— 
Then move a little below your li rat position, 
and you will observe first a tutgid boiling body 
of water of greater volume thau the Rocket 
hall, runuiug and steaming down iuto the same 
chasm,— this is the third fall, the "Roarer," 
aud then carrying your eye u little further down 
you will observe another lall, the loveliest, soft- 
est, and most graceful of all; being a broad ex- 
pause of shallow water falling like transparent 
silver lace over a smooth surface of polished 
rock into this fame chasm, tbis is -'La Dame 
Blanche," and the White Lady of Avenel could 
uot have been more graceful and ethereal. But 
do uot confine yourself to any one place in order 
to viewing these falls. Scramble everywhere 
you can, and get as many views as you caa of 
them, and you will be unable to decide upon 
which is ihe most beautiful. And do you Vast 
to have a faint idea of the depth of the chasm 
into which tbe glorious waters fall ' Takeout 
your watch aud diop as large a piece of rock as 
you can hold from your viewing place; it will 
be several seconds before you even lose sight of 
the piece of rock, and then even it will not have 
reached the water at tbe fool of the chasm, it 
will only have been lost R> human sight; or watch 
the blue pigeons, wheeling aud circling in aud 
out of tbe Great Fall within tbe chasm, and 
looking like sparrows in size in the depths be 
ueath you But you have yet only seen one, 
and that not perhaps the loveliest, and at least 
not the most comprehensive view of the falls. — 
You must proceed two miles up the river above 
the falls aud cross over at a terry, where the 
wattirs are still smooth as glass aud sluggish as 
a Hollander, and proceed to the Mvsore side of 
the falls, walking first to a point where you will 
see them all at a glance, uud then descending as 
near as you can to the foot of these, to be 
drenched by the spray, deafened by the noise, 
and awe-struck by the grandeur of' tbe sccue 
and by the visible presence of the Creator of it, 
iu the perpetual rainbow of many and brilliant 
hues which spaus the foot of the chasm."

As "the impossible," accord- 
ing to an emineut New Kugland moral teacher, 
Theodore Parker, "is never the obligatory," I 
write to you to state ihut 1 have not the power to 
obey it; us I cannot turn back the hands of the 
clock of time, even if disposed so to do, the 
hich I am not. This summons, my colored 
servant tells ma, was given to her on Monday af- 
ternoon to deliver to me ou my return borne — 
Sir, she is one of the race that have no rights 
that a white man is bound to respect. Am I 
bound to recoguiie her r jus to deliver me a 
summons ' You see, Senatur, I have you there, 
if 1 choose to stand on tbe legal principles of 
the Democracy; but 1 waive that advaulage, in- 
asmuch as I did not get the summons, nor know 
that there was a summons here for me until this 
blessed morning. 

Kven had 1 come borne on Monday even- 
ing, as usual, I could not have obeyed the sum- 
mons. Why didn't your servant serve it soon- 
er? I was at borne all last week and until Mon- 
day morning, and yet I received no visit from 
any Federal official They need looking after, 
Senator. Now what must I do? Please let me 
know by return mail, as 1 have urgent business 
which requires my speedy and prolonged absence 
from home. ' JAS.
